No Job For Loafers 


Salary N<it Big 
All faction

When one considers the terrific burdens 
which go along with the 
o ffice of Prr.-i- 
rienl of the United States, it is a wonder 
that we have such men as John F. 
Kennedy 
and 
Hieha rd M 
Nixon making the effort 
they have to become the executive head of 
our nation. Our President 
receiv es a -al­ 
ary of $100,000 a y ear plus an annual tax- 
free allowance of $50,000. On the $100,000 he 
m ust pay the usual ini’ome tax. 
This, of course, is a lot of monev and 
it m ay af» pear at first that the job would 
be coveted simply be­ 
cause of the pay . Thi , 
however, is far from 
the truth. 
The fact is 
that by the time a man 
is in position even to run for the presi­ 
dency , he is also in a position to command 
a big salary in private business. Certainly , 
the services of either Kennedy or Nixon 
would be worth as much as $150,000 to 
many private industries or concerns. The 
salary of the President is nothing to sneeze 
at but it would seldom be the motivating 
force behind a candidate seeking the office. 
Going with the salary , of course, is the 
tremendous prestige of the office and this 
does have an influence uix>n potential can­ 
didates. 
In a sense, every public official has a 
high ego because It takes this to seek office. 
Voii have to be full of the idea that vou can 
do the job better than any one else and vou 
are all the public needs for Its salvation. 
This fils in with the respect and adm ira­ 
tion which goes with such an unparalleled 
position as that of ¡’resident of the United 
States. 
And there are the intangible rewards of 
the office which are in dired pro|>ortion 
with its responsibilities. Certainly the Prc.^^i- 
dcnt must find great ^'on.solation in the fact 
that he is performing a vital .service for 
his fellow men. It is the same thing on a 
grander scale that any man ext>ericnces in 
a job which he likes and in which he 
makes a contribution to the world. 
★ 
It has long been an accepted fact that 
the m an who considers his Job as only a 
source of income will not find toi) much 
success in his work. He must pt'rform his 
labors, not just because of the pay he re­ 
ceives for this, but because he believes 
what he is doing to be important in the 
overall workings of his community , state 
and nation. He must believe that because 
of what he does, there is some part of the 
population that is a little bit better off than 
it woul4 otherwise have been. Only then 
does he excel and thereby m ake his great­ 
est contribution.

These intangible rewards would be over 
powering in the office of ¡’resident because 
of the infliienee of the office upon every 
citizen of the nation as well as the people 
of many other lands. Not only 
Is 
the 
President the leader of the e ntlrf free world 
hut his decisions have a great deal to do 
with the way of life of people living even 
behind the Iron Curtain. He has no direct 
control over this latter group of people 
hut they are called upon to react in one 
wav or another to the President’s actions. 


So. the olfice is not without its rewards 
and these are the things which cause a man 
to seek It. Rut its burdens arc just as un­ 
paralleled as arc its rewards. At this time, 
no other man in the entire world holds 
the power over humanity that is held by 
the Pre ¡dent of the United States. The de- 
cision.s he makes determ ine whether tJie 
future shall be a bloody or peaceful one. 
Vnd these decisions must he made with 
the security of his own country alway s up­ 
permost In his mind. He must be strong y et 
not oppressive, he must be co-operative 
y et not appeasing and he must be an 
imaginative leader y et not dictatorial or 
eondesceiidlng. From his office must em a­ 
nate the program s which guide the free 
world In its relationships with each other 
and with Its enemies. 
These programs must then be steered 
through the legislative branch of govern­ 
ment from which they 
return to the President 
for execution. He must 
then be an adm inistra­ 
tor over 
a 
force 
of 
more than 2 million people who are a part 
of the federal government. .And this adm in­ 
istration covers not only foreigh affairs 
but all the multitude of domestic program s 
which originate both with the President and 
in the Congress. This is administration the 
complexity of which is unm atched through­ 
out the nation’s great industrial empire. 
And it is conducted in a political atm os­ 
phere which can be highly explosive at the 
slightest provocation. 
The President, in fact, is the adminis­ 
trator for the affairs of some 18 5 million 
of his own people plus the indirect admin- 
istator of the affairs 
of 
millions 
more 
throughout the world. His life, literally , is 
not his own during his entire term of office 
and his job is one which knows no time 
limits. Never can there be complete es­ 
cape from the burdens of the presidency . 
While it may be understandable, it is still 
a wonderful thing that the job is so sought 
after.

Turkish Democracy Rising 


Recently General Ccmal Gursel, the pre­ 
siding figure in the military administration 
of Turkish affairs, announced that at the r e ­ 
quest of the arm y he is dissolving the N a­ 
tional Unity Committee. 
This recalls that last May the'arm y seized 
control of Turkey during a series of student 
and citizen riots that were threatening the 
stability of the democratic-party -run govern­ 
ment. W’hat amounted to m artial law went 
into effect and the National I'm ty Commit­ 
tee was established with great authority . 
The strength of the arm y was sufficient to 
dispel the popular uprisings and has since 
m aintained a forced stability in Turkish af­ 
fairs. The committee, meantime, has di­ 
rected purges of school faculties, government 
services and other key places of extrem ist 
democratic party influences. Now the dis­ 
solution of the committee indicates a relaxa­ 
tion of m artial discipline and suggests that 


Turkey is emerging from its crisis and is on 
its way back to democratic processes. With­ 
out untoward events this should result in a 
more practicable jiohlical structure. 
Democracy in a country whose history 
makes popular rule an unfamiliar novelty re­ 
quires a good many readjustments to make 
it fit. It IS not unexpected that Turkish de­ 
mocracy is hav ing turbulent experiences be­ 
cause it is a case of live and learn. The im­ 
portant thing about this most recent military 
coup and the relaxation now of its heavy 
handedness is the reflection, even in the mil­ 
itary , of an abiding desire to develop demo­ 
cratic institutions. This is a most encourag­ 
ing sign, for if the wish did not really exist 
judgment would have disposed of dem ocra­ 
tic processes for good and the ruling class, in 
this case the arm y , would simply have en­ 
trenched its power. 


Deteriorating Relationships 


One can hardly applaud the position taken 
by the State F arm Bureau in regard to de­ 
velopment of N ebraska’s resources through 
the D epartm ent of Game, Forestation and 
Parks. The Bureau adopted a resolution 
which expressed concern with the trend 
toward sizeable increases in property taxes 
to support the department. The farm group 
expressed its belief that funds for this pur­ 
pose should be largely raised from people 
who use the facilities. 
The position is a selfish and unco-opera­ 
tive one and comes at a time when agri­ 
culture in general needs to do all it can 
to m uster support for itself among other 
groups. It is, also, a philosophy of govern­ 
ment which is very much out of date. The 
farm group should know as well as any one 
that government cannot be financed on a 
direct usage basis. Who, for instance, pay s 
the taxes to support the State Departm ent 
of Agriculture and the expanding agricul­ 
tural research program going on there? 
Much of this departm ent’s work is solely 
for the benefit of agriculture but every 


person in the state pay s taxes to support 
the program. 
The College of .Agriculture at the Uni­ 
versity of Nebraska is certainly not sup­ 
ported just by the rural areas or farmers. 
City workers and businessmen put money 
into the coffers which goes to meet the ex­ 
penses of this institution. A great deal of 
county road maintenance could be chalked 
up to the benefit of no one but farm ers 
but city people pay plenty of the bill. 
The point of all this is not that the farm er 
is getting more than he is entitled to. These 
are all fine and worthwhile things and no 
one should object to them but the logic 
which supports these program s is the same 
logic which supports statewide taxation for 
the Department of Game, Forestation and 
Parks. Some of us will alway s be more di­ 
rectly a part of one program than another 
but all of us benefit in the end from the 
well-being of each other. It little serves 
the cause of agriculture to be niggardly in 
its relationships with other interests and 
areas of concern.
